THE  INAUGURATION. 

Under  the  auspices  of  a delightful  day,  yes- 
terday took  place  the  interesting  ceremonyit- 
tcnJant  on  the  entrance  of  the  president  elect 
of  the  United  State,  on  the  duties  ofhisardu- 
oils  station.  The  ceremony  and  the  spectacle 
were  simple,  hut  grand,  animating  and  im- 
pressive 

At  half  after  11  re’clcfrk,  the  president,  with 
Irm  the  vice  pr,9ulynt  elect,  lelt  his  private 
residence,  attended  by  a large  cavalcade  of 
c tizei.s on  ImrseHuck,  marshalled  by  the  gen- 
tlemen appointed  to  that  duty. 

rh>-  prdsidant  reached  the  congress  hall  a 
little  before  12  ; at  the  same  time  the  ex  (ire- 
sidviie arrived,  and  the  judges  of  supreme 
court.  All  having  entered  the  chamber  ot  the 
senate,  then  in  session,  the  vice-president  took 
the  chair,  and  the  oath  of  office  was  adminis 
tered  to  him.  A pertinent  address  was  deliv- 
ered on  the  occasion  by  the  vice  president. 

This  cerem  my  having  ended,  Hie  senate  ad- 
journed, and  the’  president  and  vice-president, 
and  the  judges  of  the  supreme  Court,  the  sen- 
ate generally,  the  marshals,  Ike.,  attended  the

As  the  ex- 
pression of  their  good  opinion  of  my  conduct  in 
the  public  service,  1 denv&  from  it  a grutilica- 
ration,  which  those  who  are  conscious  of  having 
done  aUAtb;  t they  could  to  merit  it,  can  alone 
feel.  My  sensibility  is  increased  by  a just  es- 
timate of  the  importance  of  die  trust,  and  ol 
the  nature  anti  extent  of  i‘s  dtities  ; with  tin 
proper  diic'.u.rffe  of  which,  the  highest  interests 
of  a* gr  it  and  free  people  a re  intimately  connec- 
ted. Conscious  of  my  own  deffiriency,  1 can- 
notenter  on  these  duties  without  "Tea:  anxiety 
for  the  result.  From  a just  responsibility  2 will 
never  shriek  ; calculating* with  confidence,  that, 
in  m\  best  efforts  to  promote  the  public  welfare, 
9\v  motives  will  al wavs  be  duly  appreciated, 
f iid  mv  conduct  he  viewed  with  that  candoi 
rod  iivbtlgence  which  1 have  experienced  in 
other  stations. 

In  commencing  the  duties  of  the  chici  execu- 
tive office,  it  Iris  been  the  practice  of  the  dis- 
tinguished men  who  have  gone  before  me,  to 
explain  the  principles  which  would  proven 
i hem  in  their  respective  administrations.  In 
following  their  venerated  example,  my  attention 
is  naturally  drawn  to  the  great  causes  which 
have  contributed,  in  a principal  degree,  to  pro- 
duce the  present  happy  condition  of  the  United 
States.  They  will  best  explain  the  nature  of 
our  duties,  and  shed  much  light  on  the  policy 
which  ought  to  be  pursued  in  future. 

From  rite  commencement  of  our  revolution 
to  the  present  day,  almost  forty  years  have 
elapsed,  and  from  the  establishment of  this  con 
stitution,  twenty-eig'ht.  Through  this  whole} 
term,  the  government  has  been,  what  may  em- 
phatically he  called,  .self-government ; and  what 
lias  been  the  eflfcct  ? To  whatever  object  wc 
turn  our  attention,  whether  it  relates  ty  our 
foreign  or  domestic  concerns,  wc  find  abundant 
irselvcs  in  the  excellence  of 


ther  countries  Such  is  our  peculiar  felicity 
that  there  is  not  h part  of  our  union  that  is  not 
particularly  interested  in  preserving  it.  The 
great  agricultural  interest  of  the  nation  prospers 
under  its  protection.  Local  interests  are  not 
less  fostered  by  it.  Our  fellow  citizens  of  the 
north,  engaged  in  navigation,  find  great  encour- 
agement in  beiijg  made  the  favored  carriers  of 
the  vast  productions  of  the  other  portions  of 
the  United  States,  while  the  inhabit  nts  of  these 
are  amply  compensated,  in  their  turn,  by  the 
nursery  lor  seamen  and  naval  force,  thus  form- 
ed and  reared  up  for  the  support  of  our  com- 
mon rights.  Our  manufacturers  find  a gene- 
rous encouragement  by  the  policy  which  pat- 
ronizei  d une&tic  industry  ; and  the  surplus  of 
our  produce,  a steady  ami  profitable  market,  by 
local  wants,  in  less  favored  parts  at  home. 

Such,  then,  being  the  highly  favored  condi- 
tion of  our  country,  it  is  the  interest  ot  every 
citizen  to  maintain  it.  What  are  the  dangers 
which  menace  us?  If  any  exist,  they  ough  to 
be  ascertained  and  guarded  against 

In  explaining  my  sentiments  on  this  sub 
ject,  it  may  be  asked,  what  raised  us  to  the 
present  happy  »Late  * How  did  we  accomplish 
the  revolution  ? How  remedy  the  defects  of 
the  first  instrument  of our  union,  by  infusing 
into  the  national  government  sufficient  power 
for  national  pin  poses,  without  impairing  the 
just  rights  oi  the  states,  or  aflccting  th  >sc  of 
individuals  ? How  sustain,  and  pass  with  glo- 
ry through  the  late  war  ? The  government  has 
been  in  the  hands  of  the  people  To  the  peo 
pie,  therefore,  and  to  the  faithful  and  able  de- 
positories of  their  trust,  is  the  credit  due

Julian,  then  prefect,  had  acc  unjianied  me  in 
5 be  expedition  to  K^vpt,  and  recognized  cap. 
*a:n  Wright,  on  the  first  view  of  him.  Intel- 
licence  of  linn  circmiutance  was  instantly 
transmitted  to  Paris, and  instructions  were  ex- 
peditiously returned  to  interrogate  the  crew 
separately,  and  transfer  their  testimony  to  the 
minister  of  police.  The  purport  of  their  ex- 
amination was  first  very  unsatisfactory  ; but 
although,  on  the  examination  of  one  ot  the 
crew,  some  light  was  thrown  on  the  subject, 
lie  stated  that  the  brig  had  lauded  some 
Frenchmen,  and  among  them  he  particularly 
remembered  one,  a merry  fellow,  who  was 
called  Pichegru.  A clue  was  found,  that  led 
to  the  discovery  of  a plot,  which,  had  it  suc- 
ceeded, would  have  thrown  the  nation  a se- 
cond time  into  a state  of  revolution. 

Capt.  XVriglu  was  accordingly  conveyed  to 
Paris,  and  confined  in  the  Temple  ; there  to 
remain  till  it  was  found  convenient  to  bring 
the  formidable  accessaries  to  this  treasonale  de- 
sign to  trial.  The  law  of  France  would  have 
subjected  Wright  to  the  punishment  ot  death; 
but  he  was  of  minor  consideration  — My  grand 
object  was  to  secure  the  principals,  and  1 con- 
sidered the  English  captain’s  evidence  of  the 
utmost  consequence  towards  completing  my 
object  ’* — He  again  and  again  most  solemnly 
asserted,  that  capt.  Wright  died  in  the  Temple 
by  Ilia  own  hand,  as  described  in  the  Moniteur, 
and  at  a much  earlier  period  tlun  has  been 
generally  believed.  At  the  same  time  lie  stated 
that  his  assertions  were  founded  on  documents 
which  he  had  since  examined.  The  cause  of 
tills  inquiry  arose  from  the  visit  I think  lie 
Haid,  of  lord  Ebrington  to  Elba  : and  he  ad<le<L 
— ‘That  noblemen  appeared  to  be  perfectly 
satisfied  with  the  account  which  was  given 
him  of  thU  mysterious  business.”  I was  so 
far  encouraged  by  the  easy  convnunicalive 
manner  of  the  ex-emperor,  that  I continued  my 
observations  without  reserve:  l therefore  did 
not  hesitate  to  express  my  doubts  respecting 
the  time  that  capt.

Flie  moment  was  big  with  evil  : I felt  myself 
on  a tottering  eminence,  and  I resolved  to  hurl 
the  thunder  hack  upon  the  Bourbons,  even  in 
the  metropolis  of  the  British  empire.

in the  distance  of  a mile,  by  the  ordinary 
course  of  law,  justice  herself  would  condemn 
to  the  scaffold.  And  now  answer  me  ; — Did  I 
do  more  than  adopt  the  principles  of  your 
government,  when  it  ordered  the  cap- 
ture of  the  Danish  fleet,  which  was  thought 
to  threaten  mischief  to  your  country  ? It 
had  been  urged  to  me  again  and  again,  as  a 
sound  political  opinion,  that  the  new  dynasty 
could  not  be  secure  while  the  Bourbons  re- 
mained. Talleyrand  never  deviated  from  this 
principle  : it  was  a fixed,  unchangeable  article 
in  iiis  political  creed. — Bui  1 did  not  become 
a ready  and  a willing  convert — 1 examined  the 
opinion  with  care  and  with  caution,  at  d the  re- 
sult w as  a perfect  conviction  of  its  necessity. 

I he  duke  d’Enghien  was  accessary  to  the  con- 
federacy ; and  although  the  resident  ot  a neu- 
tral teriitory,  the  urgency  of  the  case,  in 
which  my  safety  and  the  public  tranquility,  to 
use  no  stronger  expressions,  were  involved, 
justified  the  proceedings.  I accordingly  or- 
dered him  to  be  seized  and  tried  ; he  was 
found  guilty  and  sentenced  to  be  *hot.  The 
sentence  was  immediately  executed  ; aiul  the 
same  fate  would  have  followed  had  it  been 
Louis  XV  111.  For  1 again  dt  clare,  that  1 found 
it  necessary  to  roll  the  thunder  back  on  the 
metropolis  of  England,  as  f.-om  thence,  with 
the  Count  d* Artois  at  their  head,  did  the  as- 
sassins assail  me.

at  the  battle  of  Marengo.  Hut  lie  did  not  stop 
here;  and  continually  desired  to  know  wheth- 
er 1 perfectly  comprehended  his  meaning,  as 
that  was  his  most  e rnest  wish.  And.  now  to 
my  utter  astonishment,  he  entered  upon  the 
event  of  the  duk*  D'Bngliein’s  death. 

This  was  a topic  that  could  not  be  expect- 
ed ; and  particularly  by  me,  as'  there  ap 
peared  among  hi, followers,  who  were  always 
on  tip  toe  to  be  his  ap  do  „ists,  an  evasive  si- 
lence or  contradictory  statements,  whenever 
this  afflicting  event  became  the  subject  of  in 
«|uiry,  which  had  occasionally  happened  du- 
ring the  course  of  our  voiage.  Here  Napo- 
leon became,  very  anima'ed,  and  often  laisetl 
himself  on  the  sola,  where  had  hitherto  re- 
mained in  a reclining  posture — The  interests 
attached  to  the  subject,  and  the  energy  of  Ins 
delivery,  combined  to  impress  the  tenor  of  his 
narrative  so  strongly  on  iny  mind,  tint  you 
need  not  doubt  the  accuracy  of  his  repetition  of 
it.  He  began  as  follows  — 

“At  this  eventful  period  ol  mv  life,  I bad  suc- 
ceeded in  restoring  order  and  tranquil t tv  to  a 
kingdom  torn  asunder  by  faction  and  deluged 
in  blood  That  nation  had  placed  me  at  them 
head.  I came  not  as  your  Cromwell  did,  nor 
your  third  Richard  I found  a crown  in  the 
kennel-l  cleansed  it  from  its  filth,  and  placed 
it  on  my  head.  Mv  safety  now  became  neces- 
sary, to  preserve  that  tranquility  so  recently  re- 
stored,  and  hitherto  so  satisfactorily  preserved 
as  the  leading  cliarac'ers  of  the  nation  well 
know.  At  the  same  time  reports  were  every 
night  brought  me  (1  think  lie  said  by  general 
Real,)  that  conspiracies  were  in  agitation  ; that 
meetings  were  held  in  particular  houses  in 
Paris,  and  names  even  were  mentioned  ; at  the 
same ’time  no  satisfactory  proofs  could  be  ob- 
tained, and  the  utmost  vigilance  and  ceaseless 
pursuits  of  the  police  was  evaded.  Gen  Mo-

I accordingly  refused  an 
order  for  the  proposed  arrest,  bv  the  lot  In  wing 
intimation  to  the  minister  of  police  : You  have 
named  Pichegm,  Georges,  and  Moreau— con- 
vince me  that  the  former  is  in  Pans,  and  1 will 
immediately  cause  the  latter  to  be  arrested  - 
Another  and  a very  singular  circumstance  I d 
to  the  developement  of  the  plot.  One  night 
as  1 lav  agitated  and  wakeful.  I fuse  h orn  bed, 
snd  examined  the  list  of  suspected  traitors 
and  chance,  which  rules  the  world,  occasioned 
my  stumbling,  as  it  were,  on  the  name  of  a 
surgeon  who  had  lately  returned  from  an  Eli- 
prison  This  man’s  age,  educat.on,  and 
Jinerience  in  life*  induced  me  to  believe  that 
J,ts  conduct  IT ust  he  attributed  to  any  other 


your  history  ; but  none,  I believe,  are  to  be 
found,  who  would  attempt  to  justify  the  pre- 
cipitate manner  in  wlucl*  the  young  prince  was 
seized,  tried,  sentenced  and  shot”  He  in 
stautly  answered,  “I  was  justified  in  my  own 
mind,  and  I repeat  the  declaration  svlncli  I 
have  ahead)  made,  that  I would  have  ordered 
the  execution  ot  Louis  ldtli.  At  the  same 
time,  I solemnly  affirm,  that  no  message  or  let- 
ter from  tiie  duke  ueached  me  alter  sentence 
ol  death  had  been  passed  upon  him.” 

Tuiicy<a  •<!,  however,  was  said  to  be  in  pos- 
session of  a letter  from  the  royal  prisoner,  ad- 
dressed to  N ipoleon,  which  they  who  are  well 
qualified  to  know,  d>xdurcd  he  took  upon  him- 
self not  to  deliver  till  it  was  too  late  to  be  of  any 
serv.ee  to  the  writer.  I saw  a copy  of  this  let- 
ter in  possession  of  count  tie  las  Oases,  which 
be  caiml)  represented  to  nie  as  one  of  the  doeu 
meats,  formed  or  collected  to  authenticate  and 
justify  certain  iiivstci'i  >us  parts  of  the  history 
which  he  was  occasionally  employed  iti  writing, 
under  the  diclaiton  of  the  hero  ol  it.  Do  not 
startle;  the  letter  was  to  beg' his  life,  and  to 
this  effect  It  stated  his  opinion  that  the  Bour- 
bon dynasty  was  terminated.  This  was  the  set- 
tled opinion  of  his  mmd,  and  he  was  about  to 
prove  the  sincerity  of  it.  lie  now  considered 
France  no  other  than  as  his  country,  which  lie 
loved  with  the  most  patriotic  ardor,  but  merely 
as  a private  cilixeiv  The  crown  was  no  longer 
in  his  view  ; it  was  now  beyond  tile  possibility 
of  his  recovery  : it  would  not,  it  could  not  be 
recovered,  lie  therefore  requested  to  be  al- 
lowed t.j  live  and  devote  his  life  and  services  to 
France,  merely  as  a native  of  ii  ——He  was 
ready  to  take  any  command  or  any  rank  in  the 
French  army,  t.o  become  a brave  and  loyal  sol- 
dier, subject  to  the  will  and  orders  of  the  go- 
vernment, in  whose  hands  soever  it  ini^lit  be, 
to  which -he  was  ready  to  swear  loyalty  ; and 
that,  if  his  life  was  spared,  he  w ould  devote  it 
with  the  tit  most  coo  rye  and  fidelity  to  support 
France  against  all  its  enemies.  Such  was  the 
idler  which,  as  it  was  represented  to  me,  I al-l 
ley  rand  look  care  not  to  deliver  til!  the  hand  I 
that  wrote  it  was  unnerved  hy  death.  Napoleon  j 
Continued  to  speak  of  the  Bourbon  fa  mil) — i 
“ Had  I,”  lie  said,  “ been  anxious  to  gel  any.  | 
or  all  the  Bourbons  into  my  possession,  I could; 
have  accomplished  the  object. Ymr  smug- 

glers offered  me  a Bourbon  for  a stated  sum,  ^1 
think  he  named  francs)  but,  on  coining 

to  * more  precise  explanation,  they  entertained  i 
a doubt  of  fulfilling  the  engagement  as  it  was  j 
originally  proposed.  They  would  not  under- 
take to  possess  themselves  of  any  of  the  Bour- 
bon family  absolutely  alive;  though,  with  the 
alternative,  alive  or  dead,  they  had  no  doubt  of 
completing  it.  But  it  was  not  my  wish  merely 
10  deprive  them  oflife.  Besides  circumstances 
had  taken  a turn  which  then  fixed  me  without 
fear  of  change  or  chance  on  the  throne  I pos- 
sessed. I felt  my  security,  and  left  the  Bour- 
bons undisturbed.
